Mallory shares this abil- 
ity. It shows that he is well- 
rehearsed and passionate 
about his material, just like 
his legendary counterpart. 

In illustrating the simi- 
larities shared by Mallory 
and those aforementioned 
icons, I'm hopefully convey- 
ing the idea that this per- 
former is a consummate pro- 
fessional, not only on stage, 
but in every aspect of his 
career. A beloved instructor, 
dedicated childcare worker 
and successful comedian, 
Mallory seems to immerse 
himself in his work.

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Will rising gas prices lead to popularity of on-line classes?

As each year retail gas 
prices continually rise and 
former record-breaking 
costs become regarded as 
wishful thinking, transporta- 
tion expenses have presum- 
ably become a major issue 
for those with below as well 
as average incomes, prompt- 
ing many to carpool and 
pinch their every penny. 

In the cases of some 
Shelton State students, the 
prospect of taking classes 
on-line may someday be 
another ideal alternative for 
saving money, to which 
Shelton's Quality 

Enhancement Plan (QEP), 
with the aid of faculty mem- 
bers and students, is present- 
ly seeking to improve such 
courses' projected 50-per- 
cent completion rate. 



Questioning the impact 
that traveling expenses 
would have in influencing 
enrollment in online courses. 
75 percent of 80 students 
who participated in a March 
12-13 survey agreed gas 
prices would play a major 
factor in their decision, and 
71 percent claimed they 
would be interested in online 
courses under any circum- 
stance. 

When asked at what 
price gas would have to 
reach to make students seri- 
ously consider taking online 
courses, the average amount 
was $4, with S3 likely being 
the lowest and $10 the high- 
est. 

If there is indeed truth to 
these responses, then online 
courses could be in much 
more demand sooner than 
some may have expected. 
According to a Feb. 27 arti- 



cle on the International 
Herald Tribune's official 
website, "some experts larej 
fearing" the price of gas 
"could hit $4 a gallon by 
spring." With the price of oil, 
at that time, at "$100.88 a 
barrel," the article also states 
that "Tom Kloza, publisher 
and chief oil analyst at the 
Oil Price Information 
Service.... said he expects 
asoline to peak around 
3.50 to $3.75 nationwide. 
I And | Geoff Sundstrom. 
AAA's spokesman, echoed 
that view and added that $4- 
a-gallon gasoline is possible 
this summer." 

Although the traditional 
in-class setting appears to be 

the most -preferred, online 
courses can be quite 
resourceful for those with 
demanding work schedules 
as well as someone who 
prefers to learn strictly one- 



on-one with their instructor. 
Take Shelton State 
Culinary Arts major Julie 
Kenny, who has taken an 
English and a history course 
on-line. Regarding her expe- 
rience with online classes, 
she recommended them for 
"those who are real serious 



with school," adding stu- 
dents must have "the self- 
discipline" to complete their 
work "on a daily basis than 
putting things off." 

"To my understanding, a 
lot of people get behind in 
their work, and that's why 
they dropped," Kenny said.

Adult Education Site 
Coordinator; and Tommy 
Taylor, Dean of Students, 
were published in the Feb. 
22 Innovation Abstracts by 
the National Institute for 
Staff and Organizational 
Development (NISOD). 

The article explores 
Shelton Stale's Adult 
Education Program class 
structure redesign to address 

the needs of young adult 
learners. 

It was noted by several 
Adult Education instructor^ 
that many of the younger 
adult learners required more 



structure and discipline than 
the more mature learner and 
that individual learning 
styles needed to be consid- 
ered. 

To meet the needs and 
unique learning styles of the 
sixteen to eighteen-year- 
olds, three innovative class- 
es were developed: Young 
Adults. Fast Track, and A- 
PLUS (Accelerated 

Literacy). 

Follow-up data from the 
accountability management 
system tracked 2006-2007 
results and revealed a posi- 
tive correlation between the 
respective class and the suc- 
cess of the young adult as 
well as an increase in pro- 
gram completion rates for 
this student population.
